Meyer, former cabinet member and 
diplomat, died at his home here at 11:15 
tonight after an itaees of several 
eh Oe 
. Meyer was stricken in January 
evi an attack of pleurisy and this 
apparently weakened him and made it 
more difficult to resist the effects of 
a tumor of the liver, from which he 
died. It was not known until a few 
days ago that his condition was se- 
rious. He was in his sixtieth year. 

The widow, who was Miss Alice Ap- 
pleton, of Lynn, | s.. and three chil- 
dren, survive him. Captain George 
von Il. Meyer, Jr., who was commis- 
sioned in the army after the United 
States entered the war, came home re- 
cently on leave to be with his father, 
but was recalled to duty at the war col- 
ago. He returned 
there today. 

Mrs. Christopher R. P. Rodgers, a 
daughter, whose husband ig a lieuten- 
ant commander in the navy, resides in 
Boston. Another daughter, Mrs. Giu- 
seppe Brambilla, wife of a former 
counsellor of the Italian embassy at 
Washington, went to Romée some 
months ago when her husband was 
‘transferred to a higher post at home,

In the successive positions of public 
service to which George von Lengerke 
Meyer was chosen, he attained a repur 
tation as a practical statesman. Trained 
to business from his youth, he was 
quick to apply business methods to 
the departments which came under his 
jurisdiction in the two years that he 


served as postmaster general in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s cabinet and: in his 
four years as secretary of the navy 
under President Taft. Even while in 
the diplomatic service, as ambassador 
to Italy from 1900 to to 1905 and to Rus- 
sia from 1905 to 1907, he showed him- 
self impatient of round-about methods 
of achieving desired results. 

Born in Boston on June 24, 1858, the 
son of a wealthy manufacturin chem- 
st, Mr. Meyer was trained in what was 
ocally known as the “school for politi- 
cians,’ the old Boston common council. 
From that time business and politics 
largely occupied his life. In the Mas- 
sachusetts house of cepreceniatr ee he 
rose to the speakersh and in 1898 
he became @ member o the republican 
national committee. 

Mr.. Meyer’s national prominence be- 
ban when, upon the recommendation of 
Senator Henry Cabot~ Lodge and the 
late Senator George Frisbie Hoar, Pres- 
ident McKinley named him as ambas- 
sador io.Italy. While in that country 
he handled several dificult diplomatic 
problems and accumulated much in- 
formation which later proved of value 
in the maturir~ of tne immigration 
policy of the United States. Incident- 
ally, he was reputed to have converted 
King Victor Emmanuel to the use of 
the automobile. He had taken to Rome 
his large touring car. When the king 
invited the ambassador to visit a shoot- 
ing box twenty-five miles outside the 
city, Mr. Meyer suggested that they ‘co 
in his car. he king accepted the sug- 
gestion and was so delighted with the 
speed of -the trip that he soon ac- 
quired a car for himself.

After his retirement from public of- 
fice in. 1913, Mr, Meyer resumed many 
of his earlier business connections. His 
home was at Hamilton, s., where 
his figure on horseback was a familiar 
one. Having play polo in his younger 
days, he’was a ring rider. Through- 
out his life, he was devoted to out-of- 
door sports. At Harvard, from which he 
was graduated in 1879, he rowed on his 
class crew and won medals for run- 
ning. He was a vi ree tennis player 
and a lover of fishing, for es years 
making annual trips to the Restigouche 
for saimon.

Lone U. S. Sentry 
Causes40 Germans 


To Take to Heels 


German and Wounds Oth- 
ers—-Germans Use Liquid’ 
Fire Against Americans. 


With the Amefican Army in France, 
March 9.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
A lone American sentry Thursday 
morning attacked an enemy patrol of 
about forty men, some of whom had 
stealthily entered an American advanc- 
ed trench. He drove them off, killing 
the leader and wounding others. 

The first reports of the encotnter 
were that another raid had taken place 
and all along the line details were be- 
ing awaited eagerly. But investigation 
showed that one American started what 
there was of an offensive. The name 
of this man is mentioned in all reports 
of the affair and he has been congrat- 
ulated heartily by his officers and&com- 
rades for his courage and level-head- 
edness. 

He Promptly Opened Fire. 

" ‘The sentry saw the patrol advanc- 
ing, and looked on as the Germans be- 
gan to drop cautiously into the trench.

By the time five Ger- 
mans had entered the trench the sen- 
try thought he should delay no longer,

The sentry opened fire rapidly with- 
out challenging.

The 
others in the trench hurriedly sought 
protection, but were not quick enough, 
for the sentry’s bullets caught some of 
them.

'man some distance outside the wire} 


shouted, “Come out, come out!” The 
Germans needed no second invitat‘on. | 
In fact, those who were still in the wire 
already had started out. The smal! 
American patrol saw the enemy trail- 
ing back across No Man's Land, under 
fire from the sentry and from Ameri- 
cans at a point further along the line. 
The patrol joined in the fray and help- 
ed to speed the Germans on their way 
by hurling a large number of hand 
grenades, some of which probably took 
effect. Four rifles were found in the 
American lines. 

Patrols, both American and German. 
are constantly seeking opportunity to 
inspect the opposing lines and the Ger- 
mans on this occasion certainly did not 
wish to be discovered. They cut the 
American wire with the greatest cau- 
tion, making no noise, but the sentry 
who later drove them off, was watch- 
ing their performance all the time.

NEW NAME 1 ADOPTED 
BY CAMP COMMISSION 


Will, Henceforth Be Known as 
“Atlanta War Camp Com- 
‘ munity Service.” 


The Atianta Commission on Training 
Camp Activities has ceased to exist. 
The organization which has meant so 
much to the welfare of the soldiers in 
Atlanta’s midst ever since the first 
men headed for the new camp, will no 
longer be known ag in the past. But 
its work and its entire organization 
will be continued without interruption 
under a new name—the Atlanta War 
Camp Community Service—and as such 


‘will continue the admirable lines of 


endeavor which has made the former 
commission known from one end of the 


country to the other. 

The change in title has come at the 
direct suggestion of Raymond B. Fos- 
dick, at the head of the War Depart- 
ment Commission on Training Camp Ac- 
tivities, the organization, by the way, 
which first suggested the previous 
title. The request was made, not only 
to the Atlanta body, but to similar ones 
in all e camp cities of the country, 
owing to the confusion that has arisen 
in the public mind between the nation- 
al and local organizations. 

Many have ought that the Atlanta 
commission was responsible for the hw 
enforcement department maintained in 
this city for the suppression of vice, 
and for numerous-other lines of activ- 
ities. But these functions belong sole- 
ly to the national body, as Victor H. 

fiegshaber, president of the local or- 
ganization, explains. 

There are three principal functions 
of the commission's work, all of which 
are directly under Raymond B. Fos- 
dick. These are, first, the work in 
camp in behalf of the men, which has 
been delegated to the Y. M. C. A.; sec- 
ond, the law enforcement department, 
represented in Atlanta by Allen John- 
son and his highly efficient organiza- 
tion: and third, by the War Camp Com- 
munity Service, which provides enter- 
tainments and comforts for the men 
when they come into the city.

For Belgian People

von Bernstorff, former German ambas- 
sador to the United States, and pro- 
duced checks covering a greater por- 
tion of the vast fund which had been 
indorsed over to Dr. Dernberg by Von 
Bernstorff. 

Dernberg Defended Lusitania Sinking. 

Dr. Dernberg came to the United 
States soon after the war began in 
1914, and first came prominently ‘into 
public notice by his defense of the 
sinking of the Lusitania. He traveled 
extensively, lecturing and writing, and 
his activity finally became the sub- 
ject of an investigation by depart- 
ment of justice agents. 

The result of that investigation 
never was announced, though its pur- 
pose was known to have been to de- 
termine whether Dr. Dernberg was 
connected with German sabotage in 
this country. Soon afterwards he act- 
ed upon a hint of the American gov- 
ernment that his presence here was 
mo longer desired and requested the 
state department to secure a safe con- 
@uct for him. Great Britain at first 
declined to agree to his return to Ger- 
many, but finally acquiesced. 

When asked today byw Senator Wal- 


-cott, of Delaware, whether any of the 


money which Dernberg received was 


used for propaganda work, Tjarks 
said he did not know that it was, and 
added that if it was so used it was 
misapplied. He justified the action of 
Von rnstorff in delivering the money 
to Dr. Dernberg on the - ground that 
the latter was regarded as the repre- 
sentative of the German Red Cross. 

Some of the money, the witness said, 
reached Germany as was evidenced 
by acknowledgements received by the 
donors from widows in that country. 
Some of it alsé was used for war re- 
lief in Turkey, the witness said, but 
those checks were not turned over to 
Dr. Dernberg.

British Army Headquarters in France, 
March 9.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Great gallantry and individual heroism 
was displayed by the Belgian soldiers 
in the face of great odds in the flooded 
zone northwest of Dixmude Wednes- 
day. The German attack was futile.

Five officers and 111 men 
were captured, together with 12 ma- 
chine guns. 

The Germans claim to have captured 
a considerable number of Belgians and 
they undoubtedly carried away some 
prigoners. Although it is impossible 
to give the exact total of the Belgian 
losses, they were light. 


WATCH IS ORDERED

Washington, March 9%.—The post- 
master at New York was instructed by 
the postoffice department to hereafter 
examine The Metropolitan Magazine 
and “certain other publications” before 
permitting them to pass through the 
mails. The instructions resulted from 
complaints to the department that an 
article “Is America Honest?’ in the 
March issue of The Metropolitan, vio- 
lated the espionage act. 

In a statement tonight the depart- | 
ment said the New York postmaster 
had misunderstood a previous instruc- 
tion similar to that sent today and had 
notified the publishers that the March 
issue was held non-mallable by the de- 
partment.

Cartersville, Ga., March 9.—(Special.) 
The county commissioners of Bartow} 
county, at their annual session here 
this week, had the surprise of their 
lives when nearly $400 in cash was sent 
to one of the members to be applied 
supposedly to a “conscience fund.” 

During the early part of the week 
a letter addressed to N. A. White, one 
of the commissioners, in care of the 
county treasurer, was received in the 
office of the latter. Thinking it was’ 
& part of the usual bills sent nm for 
payment, the treasurer opened the let- 
ter, but upon noticing that it contained 
greenbacks, decided it was a personal 
matter, and laid the envelope aside. 
When the commissioners met the let- 
ter was forgotten for the time being, 
and it was not until they were about 
to adjourn that the treasurer handed 
Mr. White the envelope, His surp-ise 
was great when he opened it, ind found 


that it contained a large number of, 
twenty-dollar bills. Around them was - 
a plain piece of paper, and cn this’ 
was the following instruction: “You 
will please apply this on my taxes— 
long due the county.” , 

An investigation was immediately 
begun, the tax collector was called in, 
and his books gone over. He could 
not find a single item of uncollected 
taxes for any such amount as was 
contained in the envelope. Then the 
sheriff was summoned, as he looks 
after collecting tax fi fas, but he was 
as much puzzled as the other offi- 
cials, because he has collected all taxes 
due the county which had not been paid 
the collector. 

Since receiving the letter, officiais | 
have traced every possible clue. that 
might lead to the identity of the sender, 
but they are still in the-dark. 

An examination of the envelope shows, 
it was mailed in Cartersville, and de-: 
livered in the usual routine of mail. 
Attached to the letter was simply 4 
two-cent stamp, and no special precau- 
tions were taken to insure its delivery. 
There are no marks of any kind, other 
than the post-mark, and there seems 
to be no way to learn the identity of the 
conscience-stricken sender.

They 
contain many letters written by sol- 
diers on the different fronts, and per- 
mit a world-wide exchange of expe- 
riences.

RAILWAY INCOME IN 1917 
SHOWS HEAVY DECREASE 


Washington, March 9.—Decempber op- 
erating income of American railways, 
$59,204,000, reported today by the in- 
terstate commerce commission, brought 
the ‘aggregate income for the entire 
year of 1917 up to $967,268,000, or $121,- 
000,000 less than the $1,088,000,000 in- 


come in the year previous. 

Railroad administration officials 
were especially interested in the in- 
terstate commerce commission’s fig- 
ures, based on monthly reports of ex- 
penses and revenues from each rail- 
road, in view of ‘the estimates that 
the total compensation to the railroads 
this year under government operation 
will be about $945,000,000. Operating 
income in December dropped sharply 
under that of previous months. De- 
spite the embargoes and the conges- 
tion on eastern lines, freight revenues, 
however, were actually more than in 
the same month of 1916. They were re- 
ported at $220,000,000, as compared 
with $214,000,000 in December, 1916. 
Total operating revenues were $335,- 
332,000, and operating expenses $251.- 
647,000, making net revenue from rail- 
way operations $83,685,000. From this 
were deducted $24,369,000 taxes. 

In the entire year of 1917 railway 
operating revenues were $4,041,000,000, 
of which $2,829,000,000 came from 
freight receipts. Corresponding reve- 
nues ih 1916, until then a banner year, 
were only $3,626,000,000. Railway op- 
erating expenses mounted in 1917, how- 
ever, to $2,852,000,000, nearly a half 
million dollars more than in 1916. 
Net revenue from railway operations 
was $1,188,134,000, and itaxes were 
$220,162,000, or $61,000,000 more than 
=~ bd before. 

. Kastern roads’ operating income was 
$371,008,000, as compared with $460,- 
674,000 in 1916; western roads, $438,- 
629,000, as compared with $467,533,000, 
and southern roads, $157,630,000, as 
compared with $160,493,000. 


BRIBE-TAKING LAID

Jackson, Miss., March $.—Acting on 
evidence indicating that money had 
been paid to obtain exemptions from 
military service, Adjutant General 
Scales has summarily removed the en- 
tire local exemption board of Smith 
eounty, and a new board has been 
created. 

A complete report of the investiga- 
tion, made by the state inspector of 
boards, has been filed with J. W. 
George, federal district attorney, and 
prosecutions will follow. 

The report charges that Dr. P. B. 
Baugh, a member of the board, in one 
instance was paid $40 for giving an 
exemption, certifying that the regis- 
trant was afflicted with hernia. Later 
the registrant was examined by another 
physician who reported that he could 
find no trace of hernia.

UPHELD IN TENNESSEE 


Nashville, Tenn., March 9.—The law 
providing for separate coaches for 
whites and negroes was upheld by the 
state supreme court today im the case 
of Mrs. Mattie Shelton and _ others 
against the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railroad. 

The plaintiffs on a trip from Mem- 
phis to Little Rock, entered a dining 
car and ordered meals. Soon three ne- 
gro women came in and sat down at 
a table opposite. Then three negro 
train employees took seats at a table 
back of them. The plaintiffs objected, 
and left the car. 

In the lower court the plaintiffs were 
awarded damages. The supreme court 
affirmed the decision, but reduced the 
damages. 

The road claimed to have a rule by 
which, after three calls “to the diner,” 
negro passengers were admitted. 


BOLSHEVIK PRINCIPLES 
CLAIMED BY AUSTRIA 


Amsterdam, March 9%.—The lower 
house of the reichstag adopted a four 
months’ provisional budget after a 
speech by Dr. von Seydler, the Aus- 
train premier, in which he declared 
that the. government adhered to the 
principle of the right of the peoples of 
Austria . to self-government within 
their own territories, but not beyond 
the frontiers of the country, according 
to a Vienna dispatch. 

The government, the premier said, 
also atvaret to the right of self-de- 
termination as far as compatible with 
the preservation,and development of 
the entire state. The government at 
the same time adopted the principle of 
the right of national self-determina- 
tion, the premier said, according to 
which no nationality must oppress any 
other nationality, and that every na- 
tionality is entitled to live its own life 
within its own territory. 

The premier announced that a bill 
in this sense would be introduced espe- 
cially dealing with the south Slav ques- 
tion, the settlement of which would 
correspond with the south Slav’s dynas- 
tic and imperial royalty. The premier 
further said that measures had been 
taken to counteract enemy propaganda 
in Austria.

~ TS UP FOR DECISION 


Augie Kieckhefer Defends the 
Crown Against Bob Canne- 
fax Next Week. 


rom af March 8.—(Special.)—The 
greatest billiard shot-maker in the 
world, and the most erratic % er in 
the game, will meet when Augie Kieck- 
hefer, of Chicago, world’s champion 
three-cushion expert, defends his title 
against Bob Cannefax, of . Louis, 
here March 12, 13 and 14. Kieckhefer 
is known to billiard fans as the most 
brillaint player developed in recent 


| 


years, one who practically discards 
safety play and shoots at anything 
and everything. Cannefax, on the oth- 
er hand, is considered a remarkable 
prayer. but, unfortunately, plays an un- 
eataible Fn one day and then loses 
to a mediocre player the next. 
Kieckhefer and Cannefax are two of 
the youngest billiard stars in the coun- 
try. The champion is 29 years old, and 
Canhefax is 26, Each has come to the 
front rapidly and has had more than 
one test in world championship events. 


Champion’s Career. 


Kieckhefer began playing billiards 
in Milwaukee when about 12 years old. 
In his first game he shot left-handed, 
for some unknown reason, as he is 
right-handed at everything else, and 
since then has always been a southpaw 
when nan a cue. He ean shoot 
right-handed, however, and frequently 
shifts to make a difficult shot. e 

In 1915 Kieckhefer won the Inter- 
state league title and repeated in 1916. 
Then he challenged Alfredo De Oro, the 
Cuban, for the world’s championship. 
That match has gone down into billiard 
history, for the Cuban established a 
world’s record by making 150 points in 
145 innings, and gave Kieckhefer such 
a beating that the youngster made no 
effort to get revenge for two years. 

The little billiard player—he’s one of 
the smallest in ba country, having 
learned from the De Oro match that 
he was not yet of championship cali- 
ber—dropped from the limelight, to a 
certain extent. He practically desert- 
ed championship events and devoted his 
time to practice. He moved to Chicago, 

laying for that city in the Interstate 
eague, but was unable to retain. his 
league supremacy. 

Challenges De Oro. 


After a year, Kieckhefer decided he 
was ready to tackle De Oro again. But, 
in the meantime, De Oro had lost the 
title. Kieckhefer wanted the title, but, 
more than that, he wanted to win it 
from the man who had so humiliated 
him—De Oro. So, he did not challenge, 
but waited for De Oro to regain the 
championship. 

In the fall of 1917, De Oro regained 
the title and Kieckhefer challenged, but 
was preceded by George Otis, of New 
York. Fearing that De Oro again would 
lose the championship, Kieckhefer kept 
on practicing. De Oro defeated Otis 
and agreed to meet Kieckhefer in Chi- 
cago, February 6, 7 and 8. 

De Oro, for 31 years a holder of some 
kind of championship, went in to that 
match with his usual tactics—wearing 
down his opponent. At the end of the 
first night's play, De Oro led by 8 
oints. Followers of the game began 
o predict another overwhelming defeat 
for Kieckhefer, but they failed to reck- 
on with his greatest quality—his. nerve. 
As one player expressed it, “You can 
beat Augie, but you can’t make him 


quit. 
Kieckhefer didn't quit. He came 
back the second night against De Oro 
and gave the greatest exhibition of 
carom-making ever seen in Chicago. 
De Oro played safety repeatedly, but 
Kieckhefer frequently broke through 
with phenomenal! shots and gained a 5- 
point lead. On the final night, De Oro 
used every trick at his command, but 
Kieckhefer again came through with 
seeminglv impossible shots and won 
150 to 126, giving De Oro one of the 
worst defeats of his career. 
Career of Cannefax. 


Cannefax has had an even more ma- 
teoric career than Kieckhefer. The St. 
Loutsian, with only a few years of 

rofessional experience, already has 

eld the world’s championship and 
probably is the youngest man who ever 
won the title. e is considered one of 
the best natural players in the game— 
because he can play balk line, three- 
cushion or pocket billiards, with equal 
skill—and had given some startling ex- 
hibitions. In the recent ambulance 
fund tournament he made the high 
run, scoring 16 consecutive points— 
only two less than. the world’s record. 

few years ago Cannefax, an un- 
known, stepped into a St. Louis billiard 
hall and announced that he could beat 
Charley Peterson, then representing St. 
Louis in the Interstate league. He 
made good his boast, and replaced Pe- 
treson in the league. Although the 
season was half over and Peterson had 
been near to last places Cannefax 
climbed close to the top through his 
remarkable cue work. In the summer 
of 1917 he easily defeated Hugh Heal 
for the world’s championship, but lost 
to De Oro later by two _— although 
he secured a g¢ lead.

These heels will be made by a scien- 
tific process with rubber an fabric 
insert that will prevent th from 
“running down,” so they can be guar- 
anteed to wear uniformly. This pro- 
cess represents a new idea in rudder 
heel manufacturing, according to Mr. 
Reuter, who has made a very success- 
ful test of the product. 

Indications are that Atlanta will be 
recognized as one of the leading rub- 
ber industrial centers of the country, 
soon after the Doss factory, opposite 
Fort McPherson, opens next May. More 
than 200 applications for employment 
from workmen in the north have been 
received by the local company in the 
past few weeks. 

In some of the letters penn ex- 
ress a desire to move with their fami- 
ies to this section of the country be- 

cause of better climatic conditions and 
other advantages enjoyed by workmen 
in Georgia. 

Mr. Reuter, who will have charge of 
the mechanical departments at the Doss 
factory, and T. J. Davis, vice president 
and general manager of the Rea ag 
are handling these applications. It is 
their belief that the force at the new 
factory will include some of the best

He was so suc- 
cessful that he was not only passed 
through the country college - with

In the middle of May last year Vis- 
count Akimoto sold his collection of 
art works. It was auctioned off at the 
Koto Fine Arts club at Tokyo. It con- 
tained only 260 objects. It BTORsAt one 
million and half yen! Mr. Kaichiro Nezu 
paid 140,000 yen ($70,000) for the “Eight 
Pictures of Kei Shoki.” In 1909, in or- 
der to straighten out its indebtedness, 
the great and historic’ Higashi Hon- 
ganji, one of the greatest Buddhist 
temples in the empire, sold off its pre- 
cious treasures.

Related to this, but not exactly of 
the same character, is the development 
of the Smyrna fig. This fig cannot be 
successfully grown without the aid of 
@ wasp.of a certain species, and. this 
wasp can develop only on the wild or 
Capri fig, so that to have success in 
the growing of the Smyrna fig one 
must also grow the Capri fig. The fe- 
male wasp cuts through the scales 
which overlock over the partly devel- 
oped Smyrna fig and enters, losing her 
Hing as she enters, and then she dies 
in the fig and is absorbed by the 
vegetable celis of the fig. If her eggs 
are laid therein they also perish, so 
that the continuation of the species is 
dependent upon the wild Capri fig as 
above noted, on which they can carry 
out their full life history. 

e European nations growing the 
Smyrna fig for a long time tried to 
* prevent the introduction of the wasp 
nto this country, and in this for a 
long time they were successful; fur- 
thermore, the first introducttons were 
‘attended by extraordinary risks and 
lack of proper knowledge and method 
in handling, and they were consequent- 
ly lost, but finally this introduction 
was successfully accomplished, and now 
this type of fig is being grown in Cal- 
ifornia. Whether or not it could be 
successfully grown in our humid cli- 
mate the writer could not say, but it 
is certain that the climate of California 
more closely approaches that of the 
Mediterranean regions in which this 
fig was developed. 


FOOD CROPS IN 1918. 

Still we hear the cry of “Food will 
win the war; save food for our soldiers 
and for our allies.” With this slogan 
constantly ringing in our ears, and 
with additional emphasis given by our 
wheatless and meatless days, and by 
orders against the sale of poultry of 
the feminine gender, and other restric- 
tions on the sale and use of food, we 
should fully understand that the grow- 
ing of food and feed crops in 1918 is 
not mere talk, but that we are sorely 
in necd of considerably quantities of 
food, and that is is imperative that we 
make every effort to plant every foot 
of our land that we possibly can, and 
to give intensive cultivation to what- 
ever acreage we do finally get plant- 
ed. The shortage of labor this year 
caused by the withdrawal of many men 
from the farms for military and for 
other purposés works against the pos- 
sibilitv of the south’s doing the maxi- 
mum that can be exnected or that it is 
possible for her to do; but it only_em- 
phasizes the necessity for methods of 
overcoming this shortage, such meth- 
ods as we outlined in these columns a 
few weeks since. the planting of crops 
that require minimum amounts of la- 
bor. the use of labor-saving machinery 
wherever possible, more work must be | 
done by ‘women and. children, crops 
must be better fertilized and better 
tended so as to insure maximum yields. 
and so on. While there is a shortage of| 
food there is also a shortage of cotton, 
and to supply this the southern farmer 
must be depended upon rather than the 
farmers of other sections, so that we 
must not grow food crops to. the ex- 
clusion of cotton, but must put in near- 
lv our usual acreage of this crop, giv- 
ing this the best of our attention so 
that our production will be up to nor- 
mal. .Then, supplementing this, there 
should be a sufficient acreage in food 
and feed crops to enable us to produce 
the amount of food necessary to supply 
the amount of beef and pork which is 
needed throughout the same section of 
the country. making us independent of 
the railroads and of other sections of 
the country that they may produce and 
hand@e the excess needed for shipment 
ab@oad. We showed something of 
what we could do in 1917; now in 1918, 
when conditions are, as it were, much 
against us, let us see if we cannot 
greatly exceed our record of 1917. 


PLANNING AGAINST THE BOLL 
WEEVIL. 

In all of our rush with spring work 
we must not, especially in Georgta, 
overlook the necessity of planning 
against the boll weevil. It is true that 
he did not make much headway last 
vear in middle and north Georgia, and 
that we had an unusually severe win- 
ter which may have weakened the 
weevils and greatly reduced their num- 
bers through an inability as it were, to 
survive until there is some cotton on 
which they may feed this spring. In 
our plans, then, for the spring work, 
‘et us. think about our variety and 
make sure'‘that it is the one we want, 
and then think whether or not we shall 
be able to get it planted early enough, 
and now.is a good time to be working 
toward that end, there having been a 
warm dry spell for ten days or more, 
which has put the soil in good shape 
Yor working. Get an early variety, pre- 
pare only soil that will warm up early 
—no crawfish land, fertilize to encour- 
age early growth and maturity, and 
then. commence working as soon as cot- 
ton. breaks through, or. before if -the 
soil crusts badly—these things will 
handicap the weevil and give us the 


start. 


AMOUNT OF FERTILIZER. - 

The amount of fertilizer plants can 
nse depends mainly.upon the supply of 
moisture, throughout the season, and 
the lergth of the growing season of 
the plants in question. Whether ex- 
cessive amounts of fertilizer will pay 
over smaller amounts depends upon 
the relative prices of fertilizer and the 
commodit roduced; if fertilizers be 
cheap and the commodity high, exces- 
sive amounts will be well paid for; if

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It is not too late to ut ou 
and nut trees and those whe on eae 
lected mgd their trees should look 
after this matter’ at once. Order by 
wire if you have the catalogue and at 
any rate rush the trees along so as to 
get them in within the next week or 
two. ~Iate planting may be success- 
fully done, but it requires a little ad- 
ditional care in the setting out of the 
trees or there is danger of loss; early 
set trees may come through if earth 
is not tamped carefully about the roots 
as the soil has time to settle but with 
late planted trees one can take no 
chances but exercise every precaution 
to insure the life of the tree. 

Since we have conditions a mirably 
adapted to the growing of different 
kinds of fruit, we should take better ad- 
vantage of it and plant more trees 
about our homes: there are many good 
— orchards throughout the country 
b the average is far too low: we need 
the fruit for the good of our health, 
the fresh fruit throughout as long a 
season a8 we can get it by planting 
varieties that mature at different times, 
and the canned fruit in winter. Fruit 
juices are great aids to digestion and 
in keeping up our health and the free 
use of these will do away largely with 
any necessity for medicine. And now 
that it is possible to get good budded 
pecan trees at reasonable prices, every 
farm should have a dozen or so of these 
valuable trees set out near the home 
to furnish nuts for the family and when 
these are at hand we notice that not 
only the children but all of the family 
stick their hands into the nutbow!l daily 
and eat a dozen or more nuts regularly 
and with enjoyment. These things are 
available for the use of any one who 
has even a small vard in which to plant 
them and especially to those who have 
farm homes of their own. Let us not 
neglect these food crops.

To keep weevils out of peas after 
hulling, we know of no. method: we 
have heard that china berries would ac- 
complish this ‘but have never tested the 
scheme. The weevils can be killed ot 
course when once they get in by fumi- 
gation with carbon bisulphide but a 
substance to keep them out in the first 
ng would of course be very desir- 
able. 


CAMPAIGN FOR CLOTHES 
FOR THE WAR SUFFERERS 


Washington, March 9.—A _  nation- 
wide campaign to obtain at least 5,000 


tons of clothing for destitute French 
and Belgians behind the German lines 
will be conducted during the week of 
March 18 by the American Red Cross 
and the commission for relief in .Bel- 
gium. At the request of Herbert C. 
Hoover, chairman of the relief com- 
mission, Henry P. Davison granted the 
use of the National Red Cross for the 
campaign. 

The commission hase safe conduct 
passes for its ships and complete as- 
surances through its representatives in 
Brussels that the clothing will be de- 
livered only to the civilian population. 
The Germans, it was eaid tonight at 
Red Cross headquarters, never have 
seized shipments of wearing apparel. 

Immediately after the material has 
been collected, it will be sorted and 
packed in Red Cross warehouses here 
and sent to Rotterdam in grain ships 
of the relief commission. From the 
Dutch city distribution will be made 
behind the German lines. One-third of 
every shipment will go to the people of 
northern Prance_Jving in occupied 
territory, and thé remainder to the Bel- 
gians. 


THOUSANDS OF BOOKS 
FOR PERSHING’S FORCES 


Washington, March 9$.—One hundred 
thousand books per month are to be 
sent to soldiers in France by the 
American Library association war serv- 
ice. In a statement today the service 
said the demand for reading matter by 
the American soldiers on foreign serv- 
ice is so great that General Pershing 
has allotted fifty tons of cargo space 
per month on army transports for the 
shipment of the ,association’s books. 
This is in addition to those being sup- 
plied for the regular transport libraries 
and to the men to carry in their kits. 

In addition to the overseas service 
the association is operating its own 
libraries in thirty-seven camps and 
cantonments, and is also supplying 
books to every small camp, naval sta- 
tion and to all warships.

: February 20.—(Corréspondence of the 


Associated Press.)—Less spectacular 
than the continued arrival of American 
troops and their occupation of a defi- 
nite front sector, yet in its way quite 
as important for their success, has 
jbeen the the steady development of 
the intricate system of keeping them 
in all the hundred ana one supplies 
that they must have. 


Public attention, of course, has been 
mainly riveted on two things—the arriv- 
al of the troops themselves, and the ar- 
rival of their supplies.. Pace by pace 
with the increasing training camps 
there has grown up a storage, transpor- 
tation and distribution system that not 


only accurately and efficiently supplies 
the needs of all our soldiers, but that 
is continually being enlarged against 
future needs. Neither troops nor sup- 
plies can come too fast for it. 

The various functions of the sys- 
tem—bakery, refigerating plant, ware- 
houses for clothing, non-perishable 
foods and similar supplies, and the main 


distributing plant—are located for con- 
venience sake in three towns or cities 
situated respectively at the three cor- 
ners of an obtuse triangle, and near 
enough to the training camps and front 
so that supplies can reach the farthest 
points in twenty-four hours. 

An ever-increasing force of men is 
employed in the task of keeping the 
fighting man supplied with all he needs. 
How well they succeed is attested to by 
the splendid physical condition of the 
troaps in camp and at the front. 

No link in the chain between “a Port 
in France” and the American front is, 
perhaps, more interesting than the ba- 
keries. When the troops began to ar- 
rive last-summer it was announced that 
they would be the first soldiers in Eu- 
rope to receive white bread. Europe 
read the announcement with astonish- 
ment tempered by envy, though America 
probably thought little of it. 

For a time the troops, however, had 
to eat the dark French bread—until 
bakeries could be established. Then, 
when a few field ovens had been set 
up a short distance behind the camp- 
ing-training line, the men began to get 
their pure white bread. But the output 
required for the first arrivals was rel- 
atively small, and imposed but little 
difficulties either on the bakers or on 
transportation. 

They Get White Bread. 


Not only has all that changed, but 
the task of supplying the American 
troops in France with white bread has 
become a genuine industry—which is 
growing all the time. The few bakers 
originally here have grown into com- 
panies, the relatively small daily quan- 
tity of bread turned out in July has 
increased to scores of thousands of 
pounds—to give the exact number

being fed—and entire shiploads of flour 
are aPfriving * weekly and are being 
stored away in warehouses with ca- 
pacity of millions o? pounds as a re- 
serve against the arrival of still more 
troops. e 

The site originally selected for the 
baking industry was obviously selected 
by those who appreciated that it soon 
would develop to large proportions. 
The American army first took posses- 
sion of a huge bakery in a central 
French city. formerly operated by a 
German, it is interesting to note, and 
having a capacity for storing one mil- 
lion and a half pounds of flour in 
addition to a not inconsiderable daily 
output of bread from its coke ovens. 

For the moment this establishment 
was more than ample for the needs of 
the first troops, but those making the 
rrangements knew that the time would 
soon come when the city bakery would 
be inadequate. So they went outside of 
the city and leased from the French 
a tract of land consisting of several 
thousand acres upon which the con- 
ventional military wooden shacks soon

CLEAN COAL DEMANDED 
BY FUEL CONTROLLER 


Washington, March , 3.—Coal con- 
demned bv the fuel administration for 
lacking preparation or because it con- 
tains a high percentage of impurities 
will be sold at 50 cents a ton less than 
the fixed government price. In making 
this announcement tonight the fuel ad- 
ministration said it had authorized its 
district representatives to appoint the 
needed number of inspectors for their 
districts to enforce the regulations gov- 
erring clean coal. 

The inspectors will be required to re- 
port daily on inspections mede and are 
authorized to condemn at the mines any 
coal loaded in railroad cars which in 
their judgment is riot properly prepar- 
ed and anv inspector . finding un- 
merchantable coal is. required to notify 
the district representative and the. op- 
erator. 

The new order is effective March 11. 
It will not operate to change the terms, 
conditions or validity of existing con- 
tracts, the fuel administration an- 
nounced. but new contracts must be 
made subject to it.

By the time the city. bakery had 
reached its capacity the shacks were 
fully equipped with the very latest in 
baking machinery, while alongside of 


‘each building where are operated the 


mixing and kneading troughs there had 
been installed rows upon rows of field 
ovens that open conveniently a few 
feet from side entrances to the shacks, 
so that the kneaded loaves. may be 
passed directly inte place over the fire. 

The American authorities early fore- 
saw probable difficulties in the way 
of producing a steady supply of coal 
and decided from the outset to use 
only wood, for which the ovens were 
accordingly arranged. A large detach- 
ment of engineers was assigned to as- 
sist the bakers, and today furnishes a 
daily carload of wood for each of the 
baking companies. Additional engin- 
eers have arrived just as fast as have 
been needed, and the reserve supply of 


baking camp resemble a felled forest. 


Previding Rail Facilities. 


One of the first concerns of the of- 
ficers in charge of the bakery was to 
provide with railroad facilities and to 
this end spur tracks have been con- 
structed out to the field from the city. 
Over these tracks whole carloads of 
bread leave each morning and after- 
noon for the training camps and the 
front. 

Each baking company, though sup- 
posed only to have an output of 30,000 
pounds a day, has for some time been 
exceeding this limit and has been turn- 
ing out from 33.000 to 35,000 pounds. 
The men, 101 to a company, work in 
two 12-hour shifts, alternating week 
by week in dav and night work. Their 
product, chiefly great, round, hard- 
crusted loaves, constitutes about forty 
separate shipments that are made daily 
—by train, motor truck and horse- 
drawn vehicles. The loaves are very 
hard on the outside, to protect the 
bread as it is transported, but are soft 
inside. No soldiers’ bread is more than 
twenty-four, in rare instances thirty- 
|+six hours old when he gets it. 

The bread is supplemented: by bis- 
cuits and rolls to vary the monotony at 
breakfast and supper, rolls that please 
the taste of one who has been months 
or years in.Europe without his favorite 
American white bread. 

All the product of the bakery is made 
as in ordinary times at home, except 
that sugar—one and one-quarter pounds 
to 100 pounds of flour—is now omitted.

Here a complicated organization has 
grown up which, with endless freight 
ears, motor trucks and horse-drawn 
vehicles at its disposal, seizes the bulk 
goods as they arrive, divides it into 
the requisite shipments, and is resvon- 
sible for their arrival at camp behind 
the front. 

The men who are doing all this work 
have tong hours—none of them is on 
duty less than, 12 hours, and most of 
them work loniger—and what they do 
lacks the zest of the spectaculer with- 
out being entirely free from the dan- 
gerous features of warfare. Minus the 
popular acclaim which the fighting sol- 
dier gets, they are steadily and ear- 
nestly makine the latter's task possi- 
ble, and in their own way doing their 
share to win the war. 


SHELTON TO COACH 
WEST VIRGINIA NINE 


Morgantown, W. Va., March 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A. Kemper Shelton will coach 
the West Virginia university baseball 
team the coming spring, according to 
an announcement made here _ today. 
Shelton succeeds Charlie Hickman, the 
famed “fence buster” of Cleveland- 
Washington-New York-Boston-Chica- 
0 farae, who has coached the Moun- 
taineers for the last five years. 

Shelton is a West Virginia product, 
finishing here in 1908 and being one 
of the most noted athletes were turned 
out here. While in the university he 
Starred at basebail and football and 
went immediately to Columbus in the 
American association, where he at one 
time led the association in stolen 
bases as well as in hitting. Twice 
while with Columbus he was sold to 
hig league clubs, Pittsburg and New 
York Americans, but on both occasions 
he was returned to Columbus.

WIN THE WAR FIRST 
AND THEN TALK TRADE 


Washington, March 9.—The devoting 
Jf time and energy now to consider- 
ing after the war trade was discour- 
aged by Secretary Redfield in a letter 
today to Representative Kahn, of Cali- 
fornia, who had asked the secretary to 
vive his opinions for the benefit of a 
eonference of Pacific coast business 
men soon to be called. 

Any plans for American business in 
Russia “at any known time in the visi- 
ble future” are worthless, Mr. Redfield 
said, while plans based upon active 
commereial »« competition of Germany, 
England and France would have to be 
revised if these countries are exhaust- 
ed before the war ends. 

“We do not know what the facts will 
be and how to make plans about un- 
known effects at an unknown time is 
more than I can say,” wrote the. sec- 
retary. “The country needs the united 
effort of everybody on the job we have 
got, namely, the winning of the war.”

Michael Alexandrovitch, a younger 
brother of Nicholas Romanoff, was 
named as regent when the former em- 
peror abdicated on March 15 last. Early 
last September the grand duke and his 
wife were arrested, it being alleged 
that they had been concerned in a mon- 
achistplot. Since that time he has been 
in custody. 


SHORT-TERM CITY NOTES 
NOT UNDER JU. S. CONTROL 


Washington, March 9.—Notes running 
for a year or less, issued by munici- 
palities in anticipation of tax payments, 
will not be passed upon by the federal 
reserve board's capital issues commit- 
tee, it was announced today. These 
issues are largely a matter of financial 
mechanics, it was explained, and do 
not involve the raising or expenditure 
of additional new capital, such as the 
committee seeks to limit when pos- 
sible. 

The committee made public the text 
of resolutions adopted by the American 
Bankers’ association and the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ association indorsing the 
voluntary regulation system of the 
capital issues committee. .

ing of hymn tunes has been his great 
hobby, and he has composed some hun- 
dreds of them. A collection of*fifty of 
his vesper hymns has had a’ wide saie 
and enjoyed considérable popularity. 
Mor many years, too, he has, regularly 
composed Christmas carols, two of 
which, this. past Christmas, were se-| 
lected by Sir Frederick Bridge, the 
famous organist of Westminster Abbey, 
to be sung at the carol service there. 
Mr. Foster has also composed a number 
of songs, including two to words by 
Frank Dempster, Sherman, the Ameri- 
can poet, these latter, which are en- 
titled “‘Love’s Springtide” and “Love 
Only Love,” having been published poy 
the renowned house of Chappell & Co., 
which issues none but first rate music. 
Sung By 50,000 Children. 

It is, however, as a writer of tunes 
for national and patriotic hymns that 
Mr. Healey: Foster has the greatest 
reputation. On the occasion of Queen 
Victoria’s jubilee visit to Sheffield, 
Mr. Healey Foster’s musical _ set- 
ting of the hymn written for the 
occasion, and accepted by the city au- 
thorities, was sung by 50,000 children 
before the queen in Norfolk Park, and 
the following are extracts from The 
Daily Telegraph of that date. ; 

“The hymn, ‘Diamond Reign,’ which 
had been composed for the occasion, 
and for which the music was specially 
written by Mr. A. Healey Foster, made 
a profound impression.

Consequent- 
ly I can speak with some authority in 
the matter. Through circumstances 
over which I had no control I engaged 
in another*line of business in this 
country, bot every day my heart is 
lohing*to go back to my native paé- 
time, but on a much larger scale. 
hether the Belgian hare or the 
Flemish Giant originated in Belgium 
I cannot say, but I do know that the 
rais ng this live stock is so exX- 
tended that it is considered as a nation- 
industry. It is mostly done by the 
farmers and the laboring classes in 
the cités. On ‘account of the high 
prices of pork, beef and veal, the poorer 
art of the population cannot afferd 
o buy much of these. Therefore the 
rabbits are raised to’supply the family 
with meat. They are fed grasses, 
waste af vegetables, boiled potato peel- 
ings ed with bran and waste of 
rgd. .

Feeding Suckling Pigs. 

When the pigs are about 3 weeks old, 
sometimes less, thev will begin to nose 
around for something to eat. If thev 
are going to do as they should this 
something must be supplied. One of} 
the best feeds at this particular time is 
shelled corn. It should be in a self- 
feeder in a pen where the pigs can £0 
to it and will not be bothered by any 
of the rest of the hogs. This can be 
arranged by a creep just large enough 
to admit the pigs handily. Don’t forget 
that these little fellows grow quite rap- 
idly and from time to time the creep 
must be made larger. After the pigs 
are 4 or 5 weeks old, especially if they 
do not have good grass pasture, the 
addition of some shorts. tankage or oil 
meal is advisable. Nothing would be 
better, however, than skimmed milk. 
The self-feeder in. which is kept corn 
and other feeds should be maintained 
right along up until weaning time, and 
after that if the pig is intended for 
market purposes. Pigs to be used for 
breeding purposes may be kept on a 
self-feeder all the time with splendid 
results, but in some cases mer get too 
fat and logy and do not take the proper 
exercise. The most dee one le pig is 
the one that never auits growtng from 
farrowing time until he is driven over 
the ecales. | 

FARROWING TIME.

ANGORA GOAT COMING 


ANIMAL OF SOUTE 


BY ALTON M. WORDEN, 
Altamont Range, Tullahoma, Tenn. 
After 60 years’ experience with most 

all kinds of domestic animals, I am free 
first choice, and where brush, weeds 
first choice, and wheer brush, weeds 
and briars are abundant, meat, mohair 
and fertilizer can’ be raised cheaper 
and with less care and labor than with 
any other animal. 

The sheep is profitable, but they are 
delicate, timid .and need constant 
skilled care and geod feed regularly, 
and are easily destroyed by dogs. 
have a photograph of a flock in Penn- 
sylvania worth over $1,000 killed in one 
night by two mongrel dogs. I lost 
about $500 
night and then quit sheep raising. And 
as long as we send men to the legis- 
latures, who are more interested in 
votes than they are in the welfare of 
the people, it will be well ‘for men of 
sense to shy at 
up goats instead; they are more hardy 
and far more easily cared for, need 
very little feed, none except in time 
of severe storms of sleet, snow or long 
cold rains, which prevent them from 
going out for food. Then goats would 
need some feeding. In Tennessee at 
such times we feed a very little rye 
straw and as spring opens and acorns 
get scarce we feed a very little grdin. 


Goats Like Acorns. 

They keep fat when acorns are plen- 
ty. Of course, in middle and south 
Alabama or Mississippi and Georgia the 
snow and sleet are not prevalent, but

How to Preserve Eggs. 


Surplus eggs preserved in the spring 
will supply the home with good eges 
in the fall and winter when eggs are 
hard to get and are high-priced. 

Eggs to be preserved must be fresh. 
and should be placed in the preserving 
container as soon as possible after they 
are laid. One of the best methods of 
preserving is by the use of waterg|ass, 
a pale yellow, odorless, syrupy liquid 

t can be bought by. the quart or gal- 
ps from the druggist or poultry sup- 
ply man. It should be diluted in the 

roportion of 1 part of waterglass to 

parts of water which has been boiled 
and allowed to cool. Earthenware 
crocks of jars are the best containers, 
since their glazed surface prevents 
chemical action from the solution.

W. D. Upshaw has accepted an invi- 
tation from his former neighbors in 
Cobb county, where he. lived from boy- 
hood to manhood, to formally open his 
campaign for United States senator at 
Mariette, Monday, March 18. The

MEASURE GASOLINE 
‘LIKE CASH REGISTER 


“You see what you get and get what 
you pay for.” Under this slogan a new 
invention has been put on the market 
and is now being introduced in Atlanta 
by George W. Nicholson, one having al- 
ready been installed. The inventor, J. 
H. Brady, has a number of successful 
|inventions to his credit and the present 
one bears the stamp of approval of 
high officials in several of the eastern 
states. 

It is likened by ites promoters to a 
cash register which records every- 
thing put into it and everything taken 
out, ave ‘that its calculations relate 
to gasoline instead‘ of money, and in 
the handling of this precious fluid, it 
maintains the same degree of accurate 
registration as the modern cash regis- 
ter and has the same advantage over 
the old way of measuring gasoline as 
its money recording counterpart has 
over the old-time cash drawer. 

The secretary of state of Illinois, 
after an investigation by the bureau 
of atandard weights and measures, re- 
ported that a million dollars was lost 
to consumers in Chicago in one year 
by the inaccuracy of oline measur- 
ing pumps. It is explained that when 
these pumps are new and full meas- 
ure is given out, but that when the 
valves become worn there is a gradual 
decrease in the quantity drawn at each 
turn of the handle. 

The new invention presents a guage 
in plain sight of the purchaser which 
is operated by a float in the tank from 
which the oline is drawn and shows 
not only by the record of the pump 
what amount has come out of the tank, 
but by the automatic registration from 
the float checks up what is left in the

=| The Negroes and War Work - ; 


The summer work among the negroes 
last year in Monroe was so successful 
for the small expense incurred that we 
pass it on for what it may be worth to 
other towns that may find themselves 
similarly situated next year. 

The Philathea classes of the Sun- 
day schools of Monroe offered in the 
spring to distribute extra plants and 
seeds to the negro homes. The presi- 
dent of the Woman’s club then notified 
all mbers to have such ready when 
they “should be called for. As a result 


even with the early drouth the negroes 
had better gardens than usual. The 
educational section of the Woman's 
club then began to plan for the con- 
servation of the surplus vegetables. 
They found that the negro domestic 
science teacher happened to be remain- 
ing in town for the summer. An at- 
tempt was made to secure funds from 
the fair association for employing her 
to work for three months all over the 
county. Failing in this she was then 
employed by the ladies to give every 
Friday for ten successive weeks to 
teaching food conservation at the negro 
schoolhouse, where we have a range 


and utensils. 

Some of us who had tried to teach 
sterilizing in gut kitchens for years— 
and failed utterly«-were amazed to see 
these same cooks grasping with avidity

Limited as we were the work was 
not, however, confined to the town.

“noe teaching in the country came in, 
earned the sterilizing method, taught 
it to her community and saved many 
quarts of food. The teacher went to 
the homes of some negro women who 
were too vag 4 to leaye their washing 
and taught them there. The negroes 
were urged to plant collards, winter 
cabbage and turnips and since they 
have the sure road to preservation bet- 
ter gardens will be planted this spring. 
Also the onoe-a-week cooking school 
was an ly Seis wedge, and already | 
the money has been promised for the 
employment of a negro demonstrator’s 
whole time for this summer. 

It was only the matter of beginning 
and the work developed of itself. If 
you cannot do just as you would like, 
begin, anyhow.

So long as we leave the negro un- 
taught and untrained we will have left 
a gaping hole in this conservation man-

In the last letter writ- 
ten to Mrs. Akin is the following from 
Mrs. McMichael: 
Monday, December 3. 

If Frances and I weren’t terribly hard 
at work we would certainly be grieving 
ourselves to death over not hearing 
from home. We haven't had one letter 
from any of you. Mail is very uncer- 
tain, but I do hope you have been hear- 
ing from us right along. 

I am now Miss Bogart’s assistant in 
the outside wrapping room. 

Thanksgiving we took a half holiday. 
We invited Grace Roosevelt to lunch 
with us down town and had turkey and 
cranberries and ice cream and mince 
pie. After luncheon we went to a Red 
Cross tea and saw pictures from the 
front and heard a speech from Major 
Perkins. We didn't stay for tea, because 
Grace had asked us to her house for

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that. We had an awfully good time 
there and met a Mrs. Louis Nelson, 
whose father is Mr. B. R. Gunby, from 
Atlanta. It was Grace’s nurse’s after- 
noon off, so we helped her nurse and 
played the piano. And such teacakes. 
Dven after the Thangsgiving dinner we 
worked on them extensively.. Grace left 
next day for Nice, where she will be 
until Christmas. 

It was hard to get back to work Fri- 
day, but Mrs. Austin has announced to 
us at a public meeting that those who 
don’t work according to instructions 
and those who aren’t perfectly fit phys- 
ically to put in the prescribed time 
will be. calmly but surely sent back to 
the United States of America.

The Children. 

There are a million questions I want 
to ask, but it will be two or three 
months before I could possibly get 
an answer to my letter and by that 
time I shall probably have heard all 
I would ask you. Rest assure that 
if we are sick or need anything from 
home I shall cable immediately. It is 
a very troublesome process to cable, 
but it doesn’t cost enough not to com- 
municate occasionally. 

The children here are the most chic 
things imaginable. Many of them wear 
heavy cloth coats of gray blue or tan 
or violet with little round hats of 
the same material. The brims are 
stitched around with many rows close 


together and just a narrow band of the 
material around the crown. The coats 


are none of them belted, but flare a 
good deal at the bottom. They just 
come to the top of the knee cap. Even 
the very little children roll hoops and 
spin tops. 

There are some beautiful toys for 
childrenfin the shops here, and I was 
sorely tempted to send a big box home 
for Christmas, but heaven only knows 
when they would reach you. I am 
afraid the best we can do is to cable

you then. We often wish you could 
see how contented e are, and ‘the 
Casaubons are such lovely people, and 
we have such good food. Don’t miss 
us too much Christmas. We are very 
happy and well .cared for. I believe 
that this is. our first Christmas apart, 
and when we have alli the others to- 
gether to look back on we mustn’t re- 
gret just this one. I feel that we are 
needed here. We are doing really won- 
derful work, our unit, I mean, and it 
fis very necessary and important work. 
But we have a long way to go yet. I 
wish I could tell you all I know and 
think about it, but I don’t want my 
letter to be thrown out.

Such. a‘ week as we have had! Wed- 
nesday about 2:30 p. m. we were calm- 
ly working at Faisanderie when we 
were told to put on hats and coats. 
We did, and were ushered down into 
Mrs. Austin’s Ford sedan where shé 
was waiting. She was putting us in 
charge of the “front paquets” depart- 
ment at 25 Rue Pierre Charron. We 
found things in awful confusion and 
terrific waste going on. We have 12 
French paid workers. under us and 
none can understand or speak one word 
of English. You can imagine our hor- 
ror! And poor little sister and her 
French—she is trying awfully hard, 
though, but I’m on a'terrible strain try- 
ing to do my work and act as inter- 
preter, too. We seem to be giving 
satisfaction, but my heavens, we work! 
We don’t take but 45 minutes at lunch 
instead of the two hours we ‘are al- 
lowed and I have to make a detailed 
report every night of the total for 
the day besides the number of articles 
finished each day by each person. 

Of course, it is a wonderful promo- 
tion and we have a good opening for 
bigger things. It is worth the work. 
We leave home at 8 a. m. and get 
back anywhere from 7 to 7:30 at night 
and NEVER sit down except at lunch. 
The days fly, and, mother, “I’m go tired 
at night I CAN'T write. Is once a week 
often enough? We had two ‘letters from 
you and one from Lil this last Thurs- 
day, our first word from home. It 
takes from three to six or eight weeks. 


I had a letter from “Pete” Lumpkin 
giving Charlie Caverley’s, address. Also 


sister and I had one from Ben Lump- 
kin. He expects to be in Paris a week 
at New Year’s. The two lieutenants 
we wrote you of whom we met in the 
town in which’ we landed, arrive to- 
night on leave for a day or two. Isn't 
that great! 

It is a horrible, cold, rainy Sunday, 
and we are enjoying staying at home. 
Please send us a little candy OFTEN, 
but not much at a time, and always 
care of the American Red Cross, 4 Place 
de la Concorde, and oh, for a fruit 
cake! 

We are getting along fine and are 
mighty happy and contented. The 
Casaubons are so lovely to us and are 
sincere, really. Unless something at 
home calls us we will probably be on 
our job for two or-three years. You 
and Iil MUST work at 15% Peachtree 
unfailingly. You people have no con- 
ception of the status quo.

Don’t let jealousy o& other women 
whose men gét to the ffont or are kept 
at home make you suspicious of mo- 
tives or influences. The organizations 
and individuals are all parts of a com- 
plicated machine;! each cog must fit 
in its place and move when needed. 

Don’t accuse the stay-at-homes of 
base motives. Many of them are more 
eager to be abroad than:some that are 
there. The success of the men in France 
depends on the energy -of the men 
at home... For every man,in a trench 
@ great many men are neéded in the 
rear, or the fighting tine will fail of 
ammunition, food, supplies, funds, 
equipment and reinforcements. 

Don't forget that cynicism and sar- 
casm are the cheapest things on earth, 
but may prove deadly in their result. 

Don’t forget that it is treason to 
give aid and comfort to the enomy. 
Nothing comforts the enemy more than 
the feeling that the war is unpopular 
at home and that the people are 
against it. 

Don't spread the falsehood that this 
is a rich man's war. It is being fought 
for the welfare of the poor of the 


whole world. Rich men and their sons. 


are making sacrifices of life, wealth, 
and comfort in due proportion to their 
number. Activities that tend to de- 
etroy, discredit, or discourage honest 
wealth attack the prosperity of the en- 
tire nation and cripple its power. Gi- 
gantic industries make this nation gi- 
gantic, and give it taxpaying, money- 
spending, money-lending powers equal 
to armies of soldiers. 

Don’t rail egainst conscription. It 
is the fairest, squarest, most demo- 
cratic method ever devised. It was 
forced on the country by the terrific 
man-power of the enemy, based on a 
conscription policy in force for gener- 


| ations. 


Don’t underestimate your own abil- 
ity to help. The day has long passed 
when women were expected to sit idle 
and wait for wars to end. Women are 
invaluable not only at the front ag 
nurses, ambulance drivers, clerks and 
canteen managers, but just as valuable 
at home. Knitting and bandage mak- 
ing are important, and there are hun- 
dreds of activities of direct service, 
not to mention the numberless indua- 
tries in which women are replacing 
the men at the front. 

Don't stop hunting till you find your 
job. 

Don’t look for a niche or a pedestal, 
but find a job and work it for all it is 
worth. 

Don’t forget that “many mickles 
makes a muckle.” The little bit of in- 
formation you have may seem utterly 
unimportant, yet it may furnish a spy 
with just the confirmation he or she 
needs; or it may piece out some fabric 
that needs only a patch or two to be

Air for breath- 
ing is supplied through a tube that is 
attached to a respirator. | |

knowledgments for the choice caption giv- 
en my letter (penned in kindly spirit) to 
“soften lament” over rural illiteracy—and for 
the editorial comment thereon, the keynote 
of which—‘“‘make it universal"—I echo most 
But you fail to read me quite 
eure, and your 


heartily. 
fairly, unwittingly, 
affable generosity will allow just a word 
in correction. First the caption is mislead- 


ing, for “one family” is ‘not cited, .but a 
community. The group of youngsters ob- 
served during the Christmas holidays was 
made up of three different families; and of 
those home for vacation after a term or so 
at military training school; it was plainly 
stated that they received elementary educa- 
tion at a country academy. Furthermore, 
the particular one of the group that remark- 
ed on the portrait of Scott, etc, on enter- 
ing a strange parlor, was still going to the 
home school.

Among the 
hikes and laying of ambitious plans, how- 
ever, he turned up in good form, and reported 
for senatorship. But I shall not betray the 
confidence of my young friends; only stating 
that the group represented three families, 
as many home schools, more than one mili- 
tary academy, and that the two youngsters 
particularized were not quite 13 years old— 
and neither could have owed anything to 
distant educational influences. It must be 
seen, on careful perusal, that my comparison 
was between the rural community and the 
city environment based on personal observa- 
tion of the products of each. I suppose 
there are few more backward communities 
in Georgia than the one cited, for the sake 
of argument; and the class of young people 
found in these simple homes were * most 
pleasing contrast to some observed’ in the 
city—with which I was much more familiar; 
go familiar, in fact, as to make the country 
type a surprising discovery. One may vee sO 
easily misied by statistics on illiteracy! I 
have under my observation the most illiterate 
an cannot read and write, who lived from 
childhood within 4 few minutes walk of col- 
tege-bred teachers—teachers who expended 
much pains to awakened mentality that was 
non-exiggent. The only reason they didn’t 
learn ‘s because they couldn't. But they 
| ride today in automobiles and send their 
children to school with better hopes for this 
generation. These are very exceptional.

eally and politically. Already there is 
heard the prophecy of what Germany 
will be able to do when she has har- 
nessed the Russian millions to the 
German war chariot and transformed 
into Prussian cannon-fodder the masses 
of Russian peasants. . 

Yet is any such thing likely to hap- 
pen? Granted that Germany has de- 
stroyed the fundamental unity of the 
great Slav nation, divided the great 
Russians of the north and Ukrainians 
or Little Russians of the south, as the 
United States might have been divided 
had the south gained independence in 
the civil war, conceding that she has 
cut off certain Slav fringes, such as 
the Lithuanians and the Poles, will the 
great disloca- 
tion be as serious for the western world 
as the immediate military effect has 
been? 

Before endeavoring to answer these 
it is essential that we 
should first look the immediate effects 
of the Russian collapse squarely in the 
face. Germany has been freed from 
an’ eastern peril, she has not merely 
gained half a million good soldiers fur 
western warfare, but she has gained 
vast quantities of Russian material and 
the freedom to concentrate all of her 
own artillery and munitions and most 
of the Austrian, upon the western 
front.

Failing such a revolution, such an 
uprising of the mass of the Slavonic 
people, what may come?

An Object of Hatred.

There was only one safe situa- 
tion, the situation created at the con- 
gress of Berlin, when the three great 
autocratic states, Russia, Prussia and 
Austria, divided Poland and subse- 
quently united in a common policy of 
persecution of the Poles with the idea 
of extinguishing all Polish hope of 
freedom. As long as the three nations 
‘were agreed in such & policy the Poles 
were helpless and their future hope- 
less. 

The present war, however, has 
changed eevrything. It is certain now 
that some sort of Polish state will be 
created as a result of the Russian de- 
feat. This state, even if it includes 
only Russian Poland, will be considera- 
ble; it will have between ten and 
twelve millions of people, and no mat- 
ter what German lieading strings are 
attached to it, it will represent a real 
step toward the achievement of ulti- 
mate Polish liberty and will be the 
foundation stone on which the Poles 
will endeavor to build, as the Italians 
built upon Sardinia, after the congress 
of Vienna. 

But it is extremely likely that to the 
Russian Poles there will be added the 
Austrian. These five millions of Poles 
living in western Galicia have become 
a distinct menace to Austrain domestic 
unity. Before the present war they 
allied themselves with the German ele- 
ment in return for complete political 
liberty and the right to dominate the 
Ruthenians of eastern Galicia. This 
alliance between the German and the 
Pole in Austria gave a bare majority 
against the balance of the Austrian 
Slavs. But now this balance will be 
destroyed, if the Poles are not rasan 
ted to join their Austrian brethren. An

ION TIRPITZ has. become the Ancient Mariner; 
About his neck hangs the sea gull, the bird that 
is first cousin to the albatross. Much 

as the tragic hero of Coleridge’s poem, the 
old gross admiral of the German navy and 
father of submarine frightfulness cannot es- 
cape the sea gull. It haunts him always, be- 
traying him to his enemies. 

This unique fact has just come to light, 
the royal navy having given permission for 
its publication to the correspondents of the 
London papers. The “sea gull” method of 
catching-the U-boat is one of the secrets of 
the allied success against the submersibles. 

It has been previously kept out of the. Brit- 
ish dnd American newspapers along with the 
lately developed mechanical devices.
